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Man Suspected of Knowing 
the Fate and Whereabouts 
of His Missing Wife and 
Daughter, Says He’s Glad 
the Police Have Him ir 
Custody. 


Herman Mullering, the farmer of Linden- 
wood, under suspicion of knowing the fate 
of his missing wife and daughter, was ar- 
rested Thursday morning by Po iceman 
Kirk and taken to the Mounted District 
Police Station in Forest Park. 

Mullering said he was glad to be arrested, 
as his wife would read of his arrest in the 
German papers and reveal her where- 
abouts. : 

His wife and 14-year-old daughter, Emma, 
have been missing since May 7, and Mul- 
lering says his neighbors have accused him 
of having killed them. 

Mullering was arrested at Goins’ camp, 
two miles north of Baden, where he was 
employed as a laborer on the Terminal belt 
line now in process of building. 


WANTED TO BE ARRESTED. 

Shortly before his arrest Mullering talked 
freely to the Post-Dispatch. He requested 
the reporter to arrest him, saying that he 
had asked the police to take him into cus- 
tody before, but they had refused. 

He said that the disappearance of his 
wife.was due to a quarrel he had with her 
over some chickens. ’ 

“I was in St. Louis from June 14,” said 
Mullering, ‘‘until I came up here to work. 
I am employed here as night watchman. 
| Before I left the city ] was willing to be 
arrested. If I had been taken to jail my 
wife would have read about it in the Ger- 
man papers and would have come back. 

‘On May 71 had a quarrel with my wife. 
It was over some chickens that we owned. 
The chickens were scratching up the gar- 
den, and I couldn't stand that. I took an 
ax and killed three of the fowls. 

‘‘My wife quarreled with me, and that 
is why she left me. When I went home 
that night I found a note on the table, 
reading: , 


“*Good-by, dear Herman; we will sce > 
each other in heaven on high as angels.’ " TOTS CAST LOTS

Mayor Hinchcliffe Demands That His 
Representatives Be Admitted to 
the Meetings of the Strikers 
to Watch the Proceedings. 


PATERSON, N. J., June 19%—Mayor 
Hincheliffe took personal command of the 
police of this city today. He was displeased 
that. the meeting of strikers Tuesday night 
was not broken up. It was at this meeting 
that speeches were made which, it is be- 
lieved, led to the disorders of yesterdey. 
The mayor went to police headquarters to- 
day and had all the men of the reserves 
lined up in front of him. Then he said to 
them: 

“Men, if your clubs prove useless; you 


ae eee to ‘do. Be aggressive from the 
start.’’- 

The reserves, who looked as if they fully 
approved the cOmmand as to the aggress- 
iveness, were then dismissed to await the 
call’to action. In addition to the regular 
polias force of 104 men, there were sworn in 
oday 23 constables, 25 deputies and 15 fire- 
men, who are to do duty as policemen. All 
these men were imm lately armed with re- 
volvers and heavy night sticks.

It is a mere detail in the episode of the 
arrest of Night Watchman William O’Dan- 
iel by Justice of the Peace Eugene Hans- 
man and his three deputy constables. 

A rough house tn a saloon, calisthenics 
by the grand bouncer, the enrolling of a 

sse, a Sherlock Holmes stil! hunt, a wild 
oe for liberty, @ comic capture in a cow- 
shed, a pistol fight with the butt ends of 
the pistols, and four men in jail are some 
of the features of the week's happenings 
in the pretty suburb. 

The final arrest and jailing of Watchman 
O' Daniel, which culminated Tuesday after- 
noon, marks the end of another chapter in 
ithe long-time feud between O’Daniel and 
| Judge Hansman. 

As the world knows, Judge Hansman is 
Maplewood's Pooh-Bah. He holds all the 
local offices except that of postmaster— 
and he held that until he resigned it a year 
ago.. His titles are as the sands of the sea 
and as the leaves of the forest, and his 
prerogatives are as the hairs of his head 
in number. 

For three years the judge has been Ma- 
plewoud’s conservator of the peace, which 
means much more there than in the ordi- 
nary community. Maplewood, located flush 
up against St. Louis on the southwestern 
boundary, is a city-like section with no mu- 
nicipal Se ag It is just a part of a 
township in 8t. Louis County, with an en- 
tire police force consisting of one lonely 
constable, who lives in the woods some- 
where out near the western line of the 
township.

Three years ago he had O’Dan- 
lel appointed a deputy constable, but after 
a few months induced the county court to 
withdraw the appointment. O’Daniel then 
branched out as a private night watchman, | 


arranging with citizens to do their night! 
watching at so much per watch. | 

In the fight against Judge Hansmann, | 
which now appears to have subsided. but | 
was the main thing in Maplewood for two 
years, O'Daniel took a leading part. The 
judge and the watchman were not Damon 
and Pythias to any great extent. 

Recently O'Daniel was arrested for car- 
rying concealed weapons. Though a night 
watchman, Judge Hansmann held that he 
had no right to carry a revolver, the county 
court not having conferred upon him its 
authorization. 

Justice Campbell of De Hodiamont fined 
O'Daniel $50 on this charge, June 11, and 
he took an appeal and returned to night 
watching. 

Last Saturday night O’Daniel entered the 
saloon of Kammer, on the Manchester 
road in Maplewood. Kammer egavs he or- 
dered Q’Daniel out, having previously for- 
bidden him to enter the piace.

Mayor Hinchcliffe announced today: that 
only the executive committee of the Dyers’

FORMER SLAVE WAS HONEST AND 
PROSPERED. 


BOUGHT HIS LIBERTY TWICE 


Last Time Five Hundred Dollars Was ' 


Still Due at End*of War, but 
Hunter Paid It.

C., June 19.—The story of 
the life of “Dick"’ Hunter, who died near 
Laurens, is most romantic.

Dublin died about 
years before the outbreak of the civil war, 
and, although it was supposed that he was 
well to do, it was thee found that he 
was in debt, and to satisfy the claims 
against ‘his estate, his wife and children, 
were sold. 
*Dick’’ Hunter, a son of Dublin, then 
about 17 years old, was purchased by Sam- 
uel Nugent of Laurens. He accepted his 
changed condition cheerfully, but was de- 
termined to be free. He was a clever 
workman, and earned money in his odd 
hours. He told his new master of his wish, 
and they agreed that for $1500, paid in 15 
equal annual’ instalments, ‘“‘Dick’’ might 
have his freedom. But fate seemed against 
the negro. In the middle of the war, after 
he had paid $1100 on account, Mr. Nugent 
died, and to settle the estate “Dick'’ was 
sold along with the other negroes. But he 
marr@ed a free woman, and his wife 
bid him in at auction for $800. Times in 
this state were hard. and thé negroes could 
not raise the money, and “Dick” was about 
to be sold again when Clark Templeton, a 
Laurens planter, came to the rescue and 
indorsed the note of “‘Dick’’ and his wife. 
When the war closed there was a balance 
of $00 due on that note, but “‘Dick’’ was 
free any way, and could not be compelled 
to pay. But he never wavered. Green- 


backs were very scarce, and opportunities | 


for getting them were scarcer, but in time 
“Dick’’ paid every cent, practically buying 
his freedom a second time, years after his 
actual emancipation. 

To save this money the negro had exer- 
cised industry, thrift and frugality, and 
when the debt was paid he continued to 
save. He bought a farm and a home, 
and was regarded as one of the best truck 
farmers in Upper Carolina. He was one of 
the only farmers in the state who held his 
cotton until he got his own price, and last 
spring sold some he had held for 11 years. 

It is said that he lwd something for mar- 
ket every day of. the year, and got the 
highest pricea.

OVERSUPPLY OF MINERS. 
There are at the present time in the an-v

give that number of men employment on 
the average, more than 175 days in the 
year.

CONGESTION OF LABOR. 

The present labor congestion in the an- 
thracite field is largely artificial. It was 
brought about originally by the leading op- 
erators under the mistaken impression that 
their interests would be promoted by_ the 
establishment of a labor competition which 
would depress wages and keep them at a 
low level. hTe late Thomas Dixon, presi- 
dent of the Delaware & Hudson company, 
is credited with having been instrumental 
mainiv in bringing more men to the mines 
than were needed, but he had energetic co- 
operation on the part of other leading oper- 
ators. Mr Dixon, it is said, formulated the 
doctrine that the safety of the mine owner 
lay in keeping the miner as poor as possi-

REMEDY PROPOSED. 
There will be no submission of the issues 
of the strike to arbitration, no matter who

Charles Conner, a Soidier Boy, Report- 
ed Dead, Arrives Home 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Illl,, June 19.—There was 
surprise and joy among the mourners who 
assembled last night at the Illinois Centra) 
Railroad depot to meet the remains of, 
Charles. Conner, when the supposed corpse | 
alighted alive from the train on which his | 


remains were looked for, and although in | 
the last stages of consumption, greeted his 
parents and relatives who were there to 
mourn his death and pay tribute to his 
memory. 

The funeral arrangements were complete, 
but instead of a casket the soldier boy, 
sick unto death, was taken to the home 
of the sister, Mrs. Thomas Howard, v6 
Hast Adams street, where the remains 
were to have been viewed by Springfield 
friends. Instead of holding a funeral serv- 
ice, Dr. L. C. Taylor was hurriedly sum- 
moned and the patient was quickly placed 
in bed. He was in a critical state and his 
death is believed to be a matter of only a 
few hours. 

Last Wednesday Mr. and Mrs. Felix 
Conner, who reside at Taylerville, rece'ved 
word from Fort Beard, N. M., that their 
son, Charles Conner, a _ soldier in the 
United States regular army, stationed the e, 
was dead and asking what disposition 
should be made of the remains. Word was 
sent immediately to ship the body to 
Springfield. Then Mr. and Mrs. Connor 
came here. They secured the s¢rvices of 
an undertaker, assembled the members of 
the family to attend the funera!, furnished 
an obituary and funeral notice to the news- 
papers, and then mourned the loss of their 
son until the time arrived to go to the de- 
pot to meet the remains and convey them to 
the home of Mrs. Howard, a sister of the 
deceased, Preparations were made to k-ep 
the body in Springfield for one day, when | 
it was to be shipped to Taylerville for in- 
terment. At that place the remains were to 
be buried with military honors by Company 
B of.the Fifth Regiment, in a newly-dug 
grave in the Taylerville Cemetery. 

A pathetic scene was enacted at the depot 
when the soldier boy walked from _ the 
coach steps into the arms of loving and 
grief$'tricken parents and relatives sur- 
rounued by mourning friends, instead of 
being carried from the baggage car. a 
corpse in a casket, as was expected. The 
surrounding presence of parents, sisters and 
friends for a few minutes revived the fast 
wasting strength of the soldier, and for a 
time he was able to talk of his condition 
and explain how he came back to life after 
he was given up for dead. No time was 
lost in conveying the sick men to hig sis- | 
ter’'s residence and procuring medical help 
for him, but his strength waned, and last 
night his condition was so precarjous that 
under the physician's orders ro one was 
permitted to enter the sick geemmber, Al- 
though apparently death is but a few hours 


joy to the hearts of his. parents, 
little hope is extended for his recovery, and | 
this adds a bitterness to their joy that|

Discoverer Proved to Satisfaction of 
Medical Conference That Treat- 
ment Could Be Endured. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 19.—After experimenting 
for several months Dr. W. Byron Coakley 
of this city has discovered, he believes, a 
method of curing pneumonia by means of 
sodium chloride. 


The mannér of usin 
the apparatus required in its application, 
were made public in a paper read by the 
doctor ‘before the American Medical Asso- 
ciation at its Saratoga, N. Y., conventioa 
last week. His theory - been bitterly 
attacked and defended by those who are 
considered authorities on the subject. 

The proposition of Dr. Coakley is that 
‘all bacteria directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in the production of pneumonia 
succumb to an 8 per cent sodium chloride 
solution at temperatures nging from 120 
to 130 degrees Fahrenhelf.’’ That this is 
true is not denied, byt the value of the 
discovery, the doctor says, is in the method 
and apparatus that he has used in appiy- 
ing the solution, 

in hig paper and experiments before the 
Saratoga convention Dr. Coakley used an 
instrument invented by himself, called the 
“organometer.’' This overcomes all objec- 
tions to the use of a liquid injection, he 
explained, in that it reached the diseased 
portions of the lungs without any Injury 
to those organs. It does this by the use 
of a fine gold needle that punctures the 
lungs and epreads the solution. When the

The heated solution, when it reaches the 
bacteria, the physician explains, first in- 
hibits their growth and then destroys them, 
the salt acting all the time as an gene Crh 
of an effective type.

| bourg, 


A LONG CHASE 


MAN CHARGED WITH STEALING 
$50,000 FOUND IN WISCONSIN.. 


Special to the Tost-Dispatch, 

CHICAGO, June 19.—Two Chicago detec- 
tives, who for more than a week had suc- 
cessfully played the part of well-to-do busi- 
ness men in search of health and recrea- 
tion, who had gone fishing with their pros- 
pective prisoner during the day, and played 
klabias and pinochle at night, walked Otto 
Jaehkal right into the arms of a United 
States marshal at the little railroad stution 


at Trevor, Wis., yesterday morning. 

They had prevailed on Jaehkel to go with 
them to the station to meet a “friend’’ 
whom they had previously pictured as a 
“good fellow,”’ and when the “triend” ar- 
rived, he read to Jaehkel a warrant charg- 
ing him with forgery and embezzlement. 
Jazhkel was taken to Milwaukee in the af- 
ternoon and lodged in jail. He will be tak- 
en back to Buenos Ayres on a charge of 
swindling. 

This coup on the part of the detectives 
ended a two months’ chase of 10.000 miles, 
which began in Paris in the middle of April, 
led across the Atlantic ocean to New York, 
and from there across the continent to San 
Francisco, the City of Mexico, and back to 
Chicago. 

Jaehkel, who was the Buenos Ayres rep- 
resentative of Hardt, Von Bernuth & Co. 
of New York, has a half-dozen aliases, and 
is accused of having swindled his employers 
out of $50,000 by means cf spurious drafts. 
He is 37 years old and, though this is said 
to be his first offense, the detectives de- 
clare it was one of the most cleverly con- 
cocted schemes ever carried out by a bank 
swindler. 

His capture was due to his infatuation 
Louise Wernecke. The woman 
had traveled with Jaehke! to Brussels: and 
is said, and left him at Cher- 
France. Then it is alleged she 
sailed for the United States on the Trave 


' frang which 
Jachkel had obtained at a Paris bank. He 


Filipo Gomez, back to Chicago under the 
name of John Woods, and to Trevor, Wis., 
where he was known es plain ‘Herr 
Schultz’ from Germany. 

Pinkerton Agent Weiss traced Mrs. Wer- 
necke to the New Era safety deposit vaults 
on Blue Island avenue. He learned she 
had deposited money in the vaults. Attor- 
neys Runnels and Barry of this city; act- 
ing for the New York banking house, ob- 
tained an order from Judge Kohlsaat, who 
appointed the Equitable Trust Co. receivers. 
The vault was forced open and in it was 
found 190,000 francs in paper and 2500 francs 
in gold, altogether about 000. The money 
was taken possession of by the receiver, 
who will turn it over to the banking house 
when it proves its claim before a master in 
chancery. 

This it is thought will be easily done, as 
115,000 francs bear the private marks of the 
Paris bank where Jaehkel. obtained the 
money. Mrs. Wernecke will not be prose- 
cuted. Jaehkel, however, will be taken 
back to Buenos Ayres. The minister of the 
Argentine Republic, acting on instructions 
of the state department, is preparing papers 
for his extradition, and as soon as they 
arrive in Milwaukee the prisoner will be 
taken back.

Bronson Swam River to Rescue

son, a man who is minus one of his legs, 
while working in a field near the bank of 
the Genesee river, saw two children play- 
ing on the railroad tracks on the opposite 
side of the river.

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CHARGE THAT CAPT. RICHARD- 
SON DID NOT GO NEAR LINE. 


TACOMA, Wash., June 19.—The publica- 
tion of the fact that Capt. W. P. Richard- 
son had reported to the war department 
that he was unable to find that a Russian 
boundary monument had been destroyed 
by Canadian officers or that any had ever 
marked the boundary at all, caused some 
comment in town, and it brought out the 
statement that Capt. Richardson had 
never made a serious search for any in- 
formation on the subject. In fact, his trip 
to Alaska was pretty much of a farce, says 
the Skagway Alaskan. 

“Of course he did not find any evidence 
on the subject,’’ said a man who was in 
a position to know. ‘‘He did not look for 
any. He was in the country when the 
ground was all covered 10 feet deep with 
snow and only went as far as Kliukwan, 
20 miles this side of the boundary, and 
talked with no one but a few Canadian 
policemen.”’ 

Capt. Richardson was gone from Skag- 
way less than six days in his search for ev- 
idence on the matter of Russian boundary 
monuments. It was early in April, and the 
whole Porcupine country was buried in 
snow. It is certain that he never got within 
20 miles of the boundary. He @d not even 
reach Porcupine City, stopping at the In- 
dian village of Klukwan. He could not 
have seen anyone acquainted with the coun- 
try except some of the Canadian policemen 
or some of the Indians, who know no more 
about international boundaries than they 
do about astronomy. He never left the weil. 
beaten path of the Porcupine trail. He was 
in Alaska but a very short time and was 
out of Skagway less than six days of that 
short period.

Davis is of slight build, and his gain 
of 17 pounds is, therefore, a material one, 
as it is all of hardening material. Last Jan- 
uary his muscles were flabby; today they 
are like bands of steel. 

Davis’ bed ts an ordinary cot with wire 
springs, with a good mattress, ordinary bed- 
clothes and a.pillow filled with straw. -The 
comforts are of the old-fashioned quilted 
sort, not heavily padded. Nothing is placed 
underneath the bed to shut off the circula- 
tion, and the three open sides of the poreh 
admitted the free, unbroken sweep of wind. 

Mr. Davis dismissed his physicians be- 
cause they had abandoned all hope and 
could suggest nothing save a change of cli- 
mate. He then prescribed for himself, and 
it consisted of an inhalation that made 
breathing easter and of old-fashioned metn- 
ods employed to keep the liver, kidneys and 
other organs in good condition. “How-

“One case I know is where a physician 
signed a permit for a patient who died in 
a South St. Louls hospital and an under- 
taker from East 8t.

Secretary Kauffman of the board of 
health is of the opinion that a thorough 
investigation will reduce the number of un- 
accounted-for deaths materially. 

“It is possible that the census enumer- 
ators made some mistakes, and also that 
our clerks made some in forwarding copies 
of the death records. They copied 17,000 
rames. It {fs easy to miss one or two, or 
even 20 or 30. in copying all of them.
